Big Tree said ho 
belonged to Satnnta's band, numbering at 
present twenty four lodges or about 120 
persons camped about thirty miles from 
this agency, and they wanted to come 
in and remain there instead of going to .Fort 
Sill. The Choyenues said they hod been up 
in Smoky Fork country, looking for wild 
horses. Friend Miles and Gon. Neill re- 
girded tho whole party as a auspicious set, 
and made them prisioners of war, but lot two 
squaws go back to invite tho rest of tho 
Kiowa parly to surrender on tho same terms. 
Gen. Neill had promised to lot tho Chey- 
ennes go to Whirlwind Camp in fivo days, 
provided ho bo authorized by Gen. Pope in 
that timo. Friend Miles says it is generally 
thought that Satanla will stampede when he 
hears of the fato of Big Tree and his party.

ABOUT THE FALL KIVER HUE. 


Tlie editor of tlio Brunswick (Ho.) Tele 


)jr»ph, liiuiself a trustworthy man, in the 
usue of MB paper for last week, tells tho 
following; 


On Momlay lost wo called on Mr. Jolai 


luzgorud, tho wcll-knowu tompcrauco lec- 
tu«r,(UYiug on Bank stroot,) who ia confined 
to his Iwd, quito fooblo, but still nblo to 
coavereo briefly with friends who rail. At 
this interview ho rotated to us u rounvkablo 
OIpOTjenco, so wo will call it, through which 
LO ptsscd ou Saturday morning, lllth \ilt-. 
the diy upou which tho lira occurred in 1'tll 
Ulrer, 11»S3. ilr«. Fitzgerald had nrraugcd 
her Imstmxl for his morning iiup, ami loft 
to outor tho stable, in the roar of tho houro 
aud attached thereto; almost as soou ns tiha 
had passed into tho buildiug sho heard tho 
cry ot "flro," in tones BO startling, sho 
lashed back to tho house In tho greatest 
alarm, to hoar her husband repeat tho cry 
in tones us loud as tho first call—all tho 
more startling to her as for soTcral days ho 
had spoken not above n whisper; he was 
evidently greatly excited, catching at the 
bed-clothes, and attempting to get out cf 
bed—saying ho muat hove his clothing. 
Mra. Fitzgerald askoi her husband "What 
does this mean?" 


"Wife," says Mr. Fitzgerald, "there is a 


fire in a factory in Fall Hirer, Mass., in tho 
upper story, tho mule room; I sea tho 
sparks flying from tho machinery ns epnrks 
Hy from a grindstone when men are grind- 
ing their tools, and the factory Is fu'l of 
women and children. I see it all." 


Mr. Fitzgerald remarked that his wifo 


must tell us tho rest, which «he did lubstan- 
tialljr as follows—put In as brief a form a> 
powibli, as our object la to make a plain 
rtcital of what we heard in the course.of 
conversation. 
Mrs. Fitzgerald then went 


on to remark that her husband all the time 
was endeavoring to get up from his bed to 
escape the fire, saying that it was near to 
him, and ho must assist tho poor people— 
oloss that door into the entry or the women 
and children will bo burned to death—an old 
sailor, ho could rig a better ladder than that 
— splice this, splice that—don't jump from 
the windows, (this oppression oft-repented,) 
for it is only a choice of death between flro 
and being crushed upon the pavement—to 
the firemen, why do you do this and why do 
that—see those poor women and little 
children filling tho room, and yet the laws of 
Massachusetts forbid the employment in 
factories of children under a certain ago. 
Mrs. Fitzgerald was alone with her hus- 
band, and exerted her utmost strength to 
keep him in bed. 
It seemed to her .almost 


an age, but sho took no note of the timo. 
All at oneo Mr. Fitzgerald fell back upon the 
pillow and snidr "It is,nil orer; tho roof has 
fallen in,aud those poor people are burned.'

After that he was completely prostrated; 
and Mrs. Fitzgerald ior some timo feared 
that he would not recover from tho ehock. 


Mr. Fitzgorald.'said he nerer thought of 


looking at his w_utch. but that he .saw the 
flro in the morning Bornewhere from 7 to I) 
o'clock. It was not until Monday that Mrs. 
Fitzgerald heard of tho fire, and not until 
Tuesday lilid, she got a paper containing an 
•ccount of it. This sho read to her hus- 
band; ho several times stopped her and told 
her what was to come in the newspaper ac- 
count, as "he had seen it all." 
Subsequent- 


ly Mr. jdtzgorald repeated somewhat, and 
said: "I saw the flro, but somehow I could 
not tell tho building, and it must be a facto- 
ry put up since I was acquainted with Fall 
liiver." He has often lectured there. 


Above are tho statements as given to us, 


and all wo vouch for is a correct rendering 
of them. Wo offer no explanation, but it is 
duo to Mr. I'itzgorald to Bay that ho dis- 
avows all belief in spiritualistic manifesta- 
tions, and finds it marvolously strange thnt 
such an experience should befall him. Mrs. 
Fitzgerald is equally decided in her belief, 
and remarks to us that the scone in that 
bedroom had reality enough for her without 
a thought of seeking an explanation of its 
strange features. Mrs. Fitzgerald, like her 
husband, lectures upon temperance, and 
both told us tho story free from excitement, 
with an evident determination to avoid every 
expression that could impart to it a super- 
natural air.
